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1. In an effort to uncover members of an underrromd movement which is working 
for the overthrow of the present military junta, the policos hive arrested 
several suspects and are making plans to arrest others. 


3, Ons Busebio Dirin Gonzalez was arrested in March and his house searched by 
the nolice, Two mimeopraphed Llettors,* with the alleged sipniture of 
Romulo Betancourt written in, were discovered. One letter was addressed 
to the "Workers of Venezuela" urging all wor’ters to cease work, to ‘jJevelop 
sabotare activities wherever vossible, and to await the day of retaliation. 
The second Letter, dated 3 January 1949, was addressed to the "Members and 
Comrades of the AD,” and stated that an agreement had been reached between 
the leaders of the Accion Democrttica (AD) and the Union Republicana 
Democratica Party (URD). Members of the AD are ordered to join the URD as 
that party will take over and will issue orders for the continuance of "the 
struppie." 


3. Dirin Gonzalez, revorted toe be a member of the AD and a member of the 
Corruniste-controlled Sindleato ‘je Trabaijadores Autobuseros del Distrito 
Federal, confessed curing the police interrogation that he had heard of an 
affiliation by the 4D and the URD with the Communist Party. 


4. The police are prensring to arrest Jovito Villalba and other leaders of the 
URD, imt have not as yet enough evitence against them. Ther hone to find 
the necessary incrininating evidence when they have found and arrested one 
Hugo Sote Socorre** for whom an arrest varrant has been issued. [Early in 
Mareh the Caracas police reesived a request from the volice in Maracaibo to 
find Hugo Soto Sotorro, whom they described as presijent of a labor union 
and a prominent member of the Commmist Party. The Maracaibo nolice ronorted 
that he was missing and thit he was wanted for activities against the 
national security.
